Here is a ſecret and ſacred lovelineſs and venerati- 
on in Vertue and good Actions, which gains an 
eſteem from our enemies and ill-willers ; nay, even 
from thoſe who are the greateſt Patrons and Pra- 

Ctitioners of wickedneſs and vice: Inſomuch that though they 
hate doing any thing that is generous or noble, juſt or ho- 
neſt, yet there is ſuch a force and energy in the doing of 
them, as to extort due praiſe and commendation from thoſe- 
that'do:them not. So that, if there were no other advan- 
tage to be got by doing good and vertuous Aftions than the 
general eſteem men have for them, *twere encouragement e- 
nough todo them. 
| need not bring Teſtimonies to confirm this as the ſuffrage 
and opinion of all Ages, ſince every one that is endued with 
reaſon is convinced of the truth of it ; and if we were deſtitute 
of bumane teſtimony, lo here the ſpirit of God gives us his 
authority for the confirmation of it, The Righteous ſhall be in 
everlaſting Remembrance. x 
The Words are yery ſuitable to our preſent. Occaſion, 
and becoming a Funeral Solemnity,; for they briefly compre- 
hend the Character of. a good Mas, and his rewatd for being 
0, 
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ſo. The Charafter, He muſt be righteous; The Reward, E. 
verlafting Remembrance. 

To make a Difcourſe of the weak neſs and fiailty of hnmane 
Nature, with the many dangers and calamities we are ſubject 
to fall into, and the meanneſs and deſpicablenefs of man, if 
we ſhould conſider him as he leads an Animal Life in this 
World, were needleſs for me todo before a judicious Af. 
ſembly of People, that are well acquainted with thefe things 
already. Holy Job hath told us long ſince, Mar thats born 
of a woman bath but a few days to lyve, and is full of trauble , 
and again, In the mid#F of life we are in death; and if you will 
not believe him, look-upon the Herſe before you, and you 
have an ocular demonſtration of it. 

The very Meat we cat, and the Plants we tread on put us in 
mixd of our Mortality. - Thoſe things whichare moſt neceſ- 
fary for the ſuſtentation of our Life and Being, are intheir 
own nature corruptible ; and that Body that 1s ſuſtained b 
corruptible things muſt of neceflity turn to corruption it ſelt. 
So that in this re nothing is more miſerable than Man; 
He is beholding to every Creature, and no Creature is the 
better for his power or influence : What ever he enjoys # by 
labour and travel. 

But if we look upon Man in another capacity, not as he is 
born of a Woman, generated by corruptible Seed, but re- 

inthe Laver of Regeneration, ſuſtain'd and che- 
riſh'd by the conſtant praftice of afts of Grace and Vertue, 
nothing ſo ſublime and great, nothing ſo noble and illuſtrious, 
And this is ſufficiently intimated unto us in the Words 1 
have now read unto you, The Righteous ſhall be in everla#ting 
Remembrance. 

The Words are an intire Propoſition, and they conſiſt of 
two Parts, 1. A Subject. 2. APredicate. The Subjeft, A 
righteous Man. The Predicate is the Bleffing that attends 
him, Everlaſtiog Remembrance. And this threefold. 71. 
God ſhall remember and reward him in this World. 2. His 
Name ſhall be had in veneration with men. And 3. Ever- 
laſtingly rewarded in the World to come. 

Before I raiſe any Obſervation from the Text, I ſhall con- 
fider ſome difficulty in the Word Righteons. *Tis —— 
e 
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uſed for all virtues in general, as in that paſſage of Solomon, Prov, 14. 
Righteouſneſs exalts a nation, where he intimates, That the 34 
practice of Religion and moral vertues, are the only things 
can make a ſociety or community of people proſperous and 
ſucceſsful, and the contrary , mean-and deſpicable, For 
what ſafety or protection can that people expect that neg- 
lets God and his ſervice? And where moral honeſty and 
juſt dealing are laid aſide, people mult of neceſſity turn 
beaſts of prey upon one another, and that ſociety or com- 
munity cannot long ſtand. 

But there is a'more ſpecial and particular acception of 
the word in Scripture: It's ordinarily taken for Alms and 
atts of Charity, as in theſe words of David, 1 never ſaw the Pal, 35. 
Righteous forſaken , nor bis ſeed begging bread + where he inti- 25. 
mates that in all his obſervations of the methods of Gods 
Providence, he neyer knew a Charitable man, or his poſte- 
rity upon the account of their Charity —_— to want and 
beggery. It's taken'in the Book of Dame! for reſtitution of 
thoſe things _ are unjuſtly and fraudulently _— O- 
thers. ce unto you O King ts, that you yow Dan.4- 297 
ins by ri 5s, and your inigqus ſhewing mercy to the 
ng The Jewiſh Dodtors Cd the word Righteous 
into ſeven heads, I ſhall name them (though they may be 
all: reduced - to' three.) 1. Juſtice. ' 2, Alms. 3. A@s'ef 


mercy. 4. Forgiving of injuries. g. Defi of poone 
a 6. Relieving the oppecl i = boun- 
ty and liberality. *Tis not my deſign now to inſiſt upon each 
of theſe in particular, There's not any of theſe ſingle ver- 
tues but gains a man reputation and eſteem even from the 
worſt of men. But I ſhall wave all further - inlarging up- 
on them , and raiſe this DoQtrinal propoſition the 
words. That the doing Charitable attions, and reſtoring what Defiriz. 
we wnjuſtly get 'from- others , is the ready way to thrive and 
profper in this World, and be Eternally rewarded «n the World 
0 Come. 

1, 'In this worldeither in reputation -of wealth. As to his 
Repntation every one becomes the Traumpet-of his Fame, 
and his name is mentioned with re - arid veneration.

He has not 
intruſted you with his Wealth and Riches to expend them

© wages and incames, they ſhall find the advantage of it But 

then it mult be ſecanded_ with devont and godly: Prayers, 

anc 
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and this is the way to have our Prayers and Alms had in re- 
membrance, as the Angel tells Cornelius, Thy Prayers and 
thine Alms are come up for a memorial before God. So that to 
Pray without Alms, and give Alms without Prayer is inſig- 
nificant,, To be always craving without any. retribution, is 
mean and. fordid, and to give ſometime without Prayer and 
laterceſſjon, is rather oſtentation than Piety. The Pſalmt 
ſaith, Blefſed 5s he that conſidereth the poor and , and who 
would defire a greater advantage than to be Bleſſed ? and a- 
in, The Righteous ſhall be glad inthe Lord, and ſhall truſt in 

im : and all the upright m beart, ſball glory. When the cove- 
tous Miſer ſhall be brought low, and deveſted of all his 
wealth and ſubſtance, then be has nothing to truſt to, when 
the Righteous and Merciful | has his God, -and his Maker to 
fiyto. It is. a common ſaying among the Jews at this day, 
when they mention any of their great, or renouned Worthies, 
Lee his memory be Bleſſed; and this they took out of Prov. x, 
werſ, 7. The memory of the juſt ſhull be bleſſed : 'but the name of 
the wicked \ſball rot. Andiam confident S* Paw! alludes to 
the temporal advantages 'the' Charitable man ſhall partake 
of, when he ſaith, He that ſoweth bountifully, ſhall reap boun- 
tiflly; and on the contrary, ' be that ſows ſparingly, ſhall reap 
Jperinghys for the firſt lends unto the Lord, and he will give 
a ble y avon 5. The Jews were bound by the Law, 
to give the:tenth of all their increaſe every year, towards the 
maintenance of the Prieſts.and Levites , to inable them the 
better ito-attend the Service of God. And every third year 
the tenth of all their ſubſtance to relieve the Poor and Needy, 
the Widow and Fatherlefs. So that beſide the tenth of all 


' their yeacly increaſe to their Clergy, they were to give the

thirtieth part;-;to-relieve the Poor. And by this Law the 
Poor might claim asgreatan intereſt inthe thirtieth'part, as 
the-Prielts could:-dd mn the tetithy; or indeed they themſelves 
inthe principal. And it wonld be very unreaſonable in them 
to grumble at it, when Godiallowed them the nine and twen- 
ty. And beſides this, they had other peculiar commands 
of extending their Charity further , as permitting the poor 
to. gleaniu their fields in Harveſt, to lend without uſury, and to 
ww 4 the: \pledge before night; and all this the a 
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bound to, under the. penalty of being Breakers and Tranſ. 
greſſors of the Law, and they had this for their encourage- 
ment, «nd this ſhall be Righteonſueſs unto you before the Lord 
thy God: and God. himſelf feems to Jay the.ſtrefs of the obſer- 
vation of the whole Law upon theſe two: Heads, What doth Mic.

But ſome may ſay, That we have no poſitive Precept in the 
Goſpel how. or in what, manner we-mult give our Alms. 
There isan indiſpenſable Obligation lies a_ us, by the Law 
of Nature and the common Principles of Humanity, tore- 
lieve and fupport the afflicted z and the very Heathen by vir- 
tue of that Law were many of them very charitable, and the 
Law of Moſes binds it with an eternal Sanction in the fore- 
quoted places; and indeed upon the performance of this de- 
pended the acceptance of their prayers, and that they were 
not to crave a Bleſſing upon their labours till they punctually 
performed all that the Law required, and then they were to 
preſent themſelves before the Lord, and a ſet form of prayer 
compoſed for them.

And our Saviour in his Sermon upon the Mount, when he 
comes to ſpeak of the ſeveral Branches of Gods Worſhip, he 
comprehends them all under theſe three Heads, Alms, Pray- 
er, and Faſting ; and he preſcribes the manner of doing all, 
beginning with Alms, as the way to makethe other two ac- 
ceptablez and though he doth not preſcribe the —_ 
of what we are to give, yet being under a better Di om 
and Diſpenſation , under a more gracious- and eaſie Yoke 
than the Moſaical Law, *tis expected from: ns, that we =

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whit come ſhort of thoſe under the Law, in doing charitable 
and righteous aCtions; nay, and we- muſt exceed them, or 
elſe we forfeit our Salvation, for ſo the Mouth of Truth bim- 
{elf tells-us,: 1f your Righteouſneſs, 3. e.' your Alms and Acts 


. of Charity, doth not" exceed theirs, you ſhall in no"wiſe enter 


zuto the Kingdom of Heaven. Now then ſee what their 
Righreouſnels was, and how much of their Wealth they were 
to give:impiousand chatitable Uſes by the expreſs Command 
of God; belides their extraordinary Works of Mercy, their 
free-will Offermgs: and: Oblations, and be aſtoniſhed and 
tremble ,' when 'thou doſt not only not: exceed but com'ſt far 
ſhort of them. We fhould follow the Apoſtles rule in the 1 Cor.

Know, to thy ſhame, that thou 
ſhalt undergo a harſher doom and a ſeverer damnation than 
he. If the unprofitable ſervant ſhall be caſt/ſinto outer dark- 
neſs, what ſhall become of the unjuſt and violent dealer ? 

Philoftr at us brings in Farchas, the chief of the Brachmans, jy »;itz a- 
among the Indians, deriding and laughing at Apollonius & pollonii. 
anexs and the Grecians, for placing Righteouſneſs only in a 
ſtaining from doing evil or injuries unto others, whereas in- 
deed it conſiſts in doing the Duties we are commanded, for 
we muſt not only ceaſe from doing evil, but muſt alſo do 
good. - A man by fraud and violence, by ſuborning falſe wit- 
neſſes, cunning and circumventing dealing, may ſoon grom 
to be rich and powerful, and, when he thinks he may ſing a 
Con to his Sonl, fit down quietly, and live upon th 
ſpoil and labours of others, and ceaſe from breaking out into 
ats of rapine and violence, mult we therefore connt him a 
righteous man ? Alas ! no, he's ſtill a Villain, without reſtituti- 
on all that he hath is accurſed unto him,and his name and me- * 
mory ſhall be mentioned with horror and deteſtation. And 
the ſame Curſe ſhall be entailed upon his Children and Poſte- 
rity, when they fit brooding upon their Fathers ill-gotten 
wealth. Andin this reſpect it's faid, God will viſit the fins 
of the Fathers upon the Children, when they make their Fa- 
thers ſins their own, and live in them without making an 
reſtitution ; ſo that they as well as their parents are accurſed. 
But infinite are the Bleſlings that are pronounced upon the 
righteous and charitable Soul, his name and memory ſhall be 
bleſſed upon Earth. He hath diſperſed abroad, he hath gi- 
ven to the Poor, and his righteouſneſs remaineth for ever, + 

So that upon the whole matter, if there were no other ad- 
vantage to be expected, nor no other rewards promiſed, but 
the aſſurance of temporal proſperity, as a recompence for our 
righteous aCtions, 'twere encouragement enough to do them , 
and God hath paſſed his Royal Word, by ſo many promiſes, 
for the performance of it, that it were infidelity to diſtruſt 
it... And indeed if we read over the Scriptures with the great- 
eſt ſeriouſneſs and attention, we ſhall find more promiſes to

Merci- 
ful God: that we ſhould have ſo many promiſes, and aſſu- 
rances of theſe things, and be ſo careleſs in performing the 
condition far attaining them, To what purpoſe hath the 
Almight taken- all this pains to make us happy, and we ſo 
idle and Nuggiſh,. that we do not at all regard the things that 
belong to.our peace and-happineſs? And what fooliſh-and 
beſotted Creatures, are we to doat ſo much upon the tri- 
fling concerns of this life, and by doing ſo, obſtruct our 
preſent and future happineſs? How many that have plentiful 
Eſtates, large lacomes and Revenues; and yet are poor and 
deggerly in the midſt of their injoyments; dayly and: inſenſs 
bly running into debt, and at the yearsend cannot bringboth 
ends together?. The reafog is, -becauſe they rob the poos 
and needy of that portion that is juſtly due unto them, out of 
their Eſtates ; and therefore God ſends a ſecret curſe to con» 
ſume it. What ever is written in the Law, is written for 
our inſtruction, upor whom the ends of the world are come; 


And we haye heard before, what portion every. Jew was. to- 
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"pay" out of his eſtate and” livelihood, "beſides their afts of 
Bounty and Munificence ; and doth not this inftruftus what 
to do, and upbraid vs for our neglett ? The Se of the Pha- 
riſees pretended to more Purity and Righteouſneſs (and from 
theace had.thejr names) then the relt of the Jews, they were 
ſo exatt and:punctual mn obſerving every tittteof the Law. 
And yet eur Saviqur afſures us, ff ow Rrghteogſnefs exceed: 
not :thitrs, we ſhall in-no wiſe enter *to the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Bur you'll tell me, though theſe were punual m 'mat- 
ters, yet they neglected the weightier concerns of the Lay : 
And if you.obſerve thoſe, though you negle& the leffer, you 
may :be excuſed : But does not our: Seviour fay, Theſe ye 
ro bave done, and not to leavethe other undone ? He that 
w1ll not.obey)God in the keaſt, will not do itin the preateft. 
You have ſeenalready fromthe Law of Moſes the indiſpenſable- 
neſs of the obligation; and you fee by that, more is exp*ed 
from us : Yet with this advantage too, that ours will be more 
acceptable, becauſe we are not compelled to do 'therp, as 
hey were, nor the way and manner ibed us, as they 
had. The Law fays,' if you do not theſe Commands, 
you ſhall not enter into the Land of Canaan. The Goſpel, Tou 
ſhall not enter into the Kingdom of Heaven. 1s not this then 
the beſt purchaſe we can make? Can we diſpoſe of our 
worldly - intereſt better , than-in imploying it in ſecuring 
our felves of a Crown and a Kingdom? The greateſt mo- 
tive the Jews had'to obey the pre of the Law, was the 
hopes of Temporal proſpertty; and we have that, and the 
afſbranee of Eternal Glory; and is't not a horrible ſhame 
for us to come ſhort of them, when we have far greater en- 
couragements? All the fear they had was of the legal pu- 
niſhments, to be ſeparated from the Congregation, or to be 
toned todeath And are not we tl with Everlaſt. 
ing Miſery? And we Thuſe to undergo that by our difobedi- 
ence and omiſfion, and take infinitely more pains to be 
damned, than would really ſerve to make us happy. Yet 
there are not wanting of our Chriſtian Divines (as St Auſtin 
aad others) wha affirm, That many of the Devout Jews did 
hope, and expe Spiritual as weHas Temporal rewards, but

His Charity to the Poor was unſpeakable, what he gave if 
his houſe and in private no man knows , for 1 never ſaw a 
poor man go from him bot with prayers and bleſſings, 
which was a certain' indication of his bounty. And this. 
I-can teſtihe, That every Lords Day he gave more to the 
Poors Box than the whole Congregation beſides. It would 
be endleſs to fpeak of his Hoſpitality and Hovſe-keeping 
He kept a conſtant and plentiful Table, and was not like the 
Churl that loved to eat his morfel alone, no man entertained 
his Aequaintance and Strangers with greater freedom and at-

And ay heeexceeded in aCts of this nature, he had like- 
wiſe a peculiar nobleneſs of ſpicit, which was diſcernible in 
his generous dealing with his Tenants, and Followers, it 
fetting them good and eaſfie Bargains; for it's well known, 
that no mans Tenants inthe whole Country live fo well, ma- 
ny-of '-them living liker Landlords, and 'men. of Eſtates, 
than Fenants; he loved to ſee them thrive and proſper: And

Bargain , -or that any 'of them fat upona rack'd Rent, or 
that they had a cruel or extortive Landlord; and I may fay 
they' had that Bleſfing which Solomon pronounces upon aflby-

7 had this peculiar Bleffing in'thrs Re-77- 
nowned Gentleman, That he was no upſtart, but deſcended 
by a OR —_ from a moſt noble and ancient Family, 
and this back'd with his relation to the beſt and moſt illuſtri- 
ous Families of England. He had one propet and peculiar 
quality, {which 'worthily deſerves to be remembred, and 1 
wiſh/ every Fandlord would follow his example.) He de- 
ſpifed 'that 'mean and-ignoble way , to rhaintain his'Houſe 
and Family with the Duties got from his Tenants, a Cuſtont 
in it:ſ{&f-rude and barbarous; and it's"a ſhame for Engliſh 


Men, after they have ſubdued -and conquered a rude andbar-

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barops Nation, to enſlave themſelves to their Cuſtoms and 
Manners ; Inſoruch that if a poar Creature has but any thing 
that is choiſe and dainty for himſelf and Family, they .m 
part with it to ſtnff the paunch, and ſtop the mouth of Ta- 
pacious and greedy Landlord, and by this means both Land- 
lord and Tenant are poor and beggerly': But Mr. St, Fobn 
ſcorn'd any thing of that nature, and therefore God bleſs'd 
him and his both with Riches and Plenty, and I am certain his 
Name and Memory will be ever had in honour and veneration. 
among them. Methinks I bear his great Soul expoſtulate with 
all this day, as the holy Samwel did with. his people, Behold 
here I am, witneſs againſt me this day before the Lord, whoſe Oxe 
have I taken ? or whoſe Aſs bave 1 taken? or. whom have 1 de-) 
frauded ? whom have I oppreſſed ? or of whoſe band bave 1recaived 
a bribe to blind mine eyes therewith ?

tion, as this honourable. and renowned ' Gen rw 190: 
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ſticks a generous and indulgent Maſter, his Tenants and De+ 
pendamsa gracious Landlord, the Poor a bounteous Benefa- 
tor; and to ſumme vp all in two. words, His death is a ge- 
neral loſs to the whole Country ; and I may ſay of him as Da- 
vid faid of Abner, Know ye not that this day there it 4 Prince 
and.a great man dead inour Iſrael? 1 omit here to ſpeak ofhim 
as to his behaviour to his moſt dear Relations, the beſt Huſ. 
band, and the tendereſt Father; And I may ſafely proteſt and 
fay,If he had any faults (as no man can live without)they were 
his own, for no manever ſuffered by any thing that either he 
ſaid or did ; and may we not really conclude though he dy'd 
an untimely death , yet he dy'd not unprepared ? ſo that, 
as his name is bleſſed among us; 1 make no doubt but it's glo- 
rious in Heaven; And that as he was a righteous man upon 
Earth,-ſo he'll be ireverlaſting Remembrance in the Regions 
of Blifs and -Immortality. 

Gentlemen, I ſhall detain you but a very little longer, and 
that is to anſwer two Objections; One that may refleft upon 
this noble Gentkeman, and another upon the-Country, That 
concerning him'is'; That ſome malicious people may aſperſe 
hin, as' a cowardly and pnſitfanimous man, . When thoſe 
blood Hounds aſſaulted him, there was none with him but my 
ſelf, and one of his Menial Servants; and troly he had no 0. 
ther: Atmes but a little walking Sword, no manner of Fire- 
Armies; andriding upon a little pacmg Nag, fo that it would 
be: raſhnef$ in him tomake reſiſtance, not courage nor valour. 
So that, uport this account, na'man'can juſtly tax him with 
Cowatdice,for it's well known that double their number could 
not take him if he had had but Armes ſuitable to his courage 
and refolntion.

But I muſt make ſome refleqion upon the Country too; 
concerning theſe ſculking Scoundrels, that are thus the Di 
ſtorbers oi the beſt planted Countrey in the Kingdom, no- 
Part of Ireland having ſo. many-Engliſh Inhabitants, and 
yet no place ſo, peſtered with theſe Vermine. And you 
know, Gentlemen, the. Obloquy you lye under, as if ſome 
of you. did ſhelter and protect them : I confeſs I abhor the 
thoughts of it, that. Engliſh People and Proteſtants ſhould.. 
harbour ſuch pernicious Vipers in their boſom, yet it's cer- 
tain ſame of you doe it, and that of the better ſort too, 
or elſe ſome half a ſcore Ruſhans could never lurk fo lang- 
among you, which is ſuch a prodigious ſhame , that you 
can never wipe off the infamy of it. Pardon me, Sirs, if 
I expreſs my juſt. reſentments agaiaſt ſuch perfidious deal- 
ing; I refleft upon no individual: perſon, but this 1 can 
boldly ſay in the face of, you, all, That I have heard. many 
of you accuſe one another for harbauring theſe infamous. 
Rebels, and that they help to furniſh your Tables and 
Kitchins: And if there be any ſuch among you , know, 
to, your eternal ſhame, that you are guilty of all the ſpoil 
and rapine that they have committed, and likewiſe of all the 
innocent . blood that they have ;; And that God will 
exe long ſhower down his vengeance upon ſome. of you ;. 
ang If you. be not ſtupendly ſenſcleſs, you may already ſee 
the indication of his wrath fallen upon you, in depriving, 
you of the Socicty and Neighborhood of a moſt worthy and 
upright Gentleman, as if God had taken him away from 
the evil to come, and thought us unworthy to haye him-- 
liye among us. Now then I beſeech you by all that is ſa- 
cred and ſerious, if there be any thing of the blood and- - 
ancient virtue of the Engliſh Nation. left in you, if you be 
ngt the ſpurious Brood and Offspring of theſe mean ſculk- 
ing Captives, retrieve your reputation and credit, by rid- 
ding the Countrey of theſe lurching Rebels, be faithful»

and apprehend thoſe that have flurr'd your reputation,
